In the first place, few people real­ 


ize that the area of Mexico is practi­ 
cally as large as that of the United 
States between the Mississippi River 
and the Atlantic Coast, the 
Great 
Lakes and the Gulf o f Mexico, vary ­ 
ing in altitude from sea-level to 18,- 
000 feet. 
Its climate is affected by 
these elevations and by range of 18 
degrees o f latitude. 
Twelve hundred 
miles is the distance 
traversed 
in 
passing south from J uarez on 
the 
northern boundary 
to the 
capital, 
and 000 miles more to the southeast­ 
ern boundary . 
The Gulf of Mexico 
and the Carribean Sea coast line ex­
